Anti-Strike Teeth 
Hunted in New Law 


WASHINGTON, July 3— (ZP)-— 
Gov ernment attorneys took a long 
look at the new' draft law today 
to see whether it giv es President 
T rum an the pow'er to seize steel 
company coal mines if next Tues­ 
day's threatened strike occurs. 
The steel firms squared away 
yesterday for what looks like a 
m ajor tussle witli John L. Lewis 
ov er his union shop contract with 
the rest of the soft coal industry. 
They asked the National Labor 
Relations Board to seek an in­ 
junction against the union shop 
prov ision. 
The steel company m ines pro­ 
duce one-tenth 
of the 
nation’s 
bituminous coal—but all of their 
output goes to fuel the steel mills 
Thus a striV * at the “captiv e” 
mines would quickly become ser­ 
ious. Closing down blast furnaces 
and steel mills

W A SH IN G TO N , Ju ly 3— (JP)— 
Uncle Sam is banning courses of 
training or education for veterans 
who want them just for the fun of 
it. 
That doesn't mean a ban en any­ 
thing that is intended 
to help a 
veteran make a living. 
If you’re a veteran it might be a 
good idea to read this carefully so 
you’ll get an idea of what you can 
and can’t do from now on. 
Start from the beginning: 
Under the 
G I B ill 
of Hights, 
veterans— at government expense 
— have been able to take all kinds 
of courses and training. 
They include not only 
college 
educations but things like dancing, 
photography, glider-flying, pilot- 
training. bartending, 
personality 
development, banjo playing, sing­ 
ing. public speaking. 
Some of the courses pretty clear­ 
ly have been for fun or some other 
reason not connected with making 
a living. 
About l l months ago the L. S 
Budget Bureau started an investi­ 
gation of “ avocational” 
training 
courses. 
. . 
(An 
’ avocational” 
training 
course is one not 
essential to a 
veteran’s job goal.) 
The bureau made a report which 
said. effect, that 
some schools 
w ere offerin g courses purely for 
“recreation al, social and leisure­ 
time pursuits.” 
The bureau made its report to 
President Truman. 
And in his 
budget message to Congress last 
January, Mr. Truman said this 
fun -train in g was costing the tax­ 
payers a lot of money. 
He asked 
Congress 
to re­ 
examine the 
’ basic purposes” of 
the G I Bill of Rights and 
make 
what changes it thought should 
be made. 
Congress made some changes to 1 
this extent: 
It said the veterans'administra- 
tlon after June 30, 1948, should 
not pay for any G I training w h ic h 
the Y A decides is avocational or 
recreational. 
(Veterans who enrolled for such 
courses before June 30 can finish 
them, but 
no new' 
ones 
can be 
Undertaken.) 
But the 
problem is: 
What's 
avocational or 
recreational? For 
example: 
One man may want 
to learn i 
dancing just to be a social lion; 
another 
may want 
to learn 
photography as a hobby; another 
may want to make a living at it. 
One man may want to learn how 
to mix drinks so he ll be a good 1 
host at his own parties; another 
may want to l^arn so he can make 
b living as a bartender. 
One man may want to learn to 
be a pilot just for the thrill; an­ 
other may want vt) learn so he can 
make a living flying or use flying 
in his business. 
Where is the Jn e drawn there? 
Who decides? 
The veterans administration will 
have to do the deciding in each 
case when a veteran 
applies for 
such training. 
At this point that’s about the 
best answer that can be given. In 
other words: 
If you're a veteran and want to 
take up something that is listed as 
avocatonal or recreational but you 
reallly want to use it in connection 
with your work, you’ll have to 
convince the VA of that. 
If the V A decides you really 
want the 
training to help 
you 
make a living, it will let you go 
aiiead and take it at government 
expense.

leaving ourselves wide open if we 
do not correct ibis situation.”

Then 
follow his adv ice faithfully 
He will adv ise 
that children be kept out of the hot sun. 
Hav e them play morning and ev ening. See 
to it that they take a nap or at least rest 
ev ery afternoon.

Because food is believ ed to play an im­ 
portant part, watch their diet. and nev er 
permit them to come to the table without 
first washing then hands thoroughly 
Abov e all, get rid of flies, known carriers 
of disease. At an outlay of a few cents flies 
can be eliminated entirely through the use 
of modern chemicals, such as DDT. Keep a 
supply on hand and spray the premises reg­ 
ularly , with emphasis on screens. 
These 
s i m p l e precautions may mean the 
difference between safety and sickness for 
y our children.

Allergy or sensitiv ity seem* to 
play a part in sinus infection. Many 
patients with a sensitiv ity to dust 
or pollens dev elop a chronic nasal 
discharge, with swelling of th# lin­ 
ing membrane of the nose. Of course, 
these things interfere with drainage 
from the sinuses and often are ac­ 
companied by a chronic sinua infec­ 
tion. In euch cases, treatment of th# 
allergic condition also is necessary . 
Attempts should be made to find the 
substances to which the patient is 
sensitiv e and to av oid contact with 
them.

Neither of these methods is nh*o-, thjrt##n y ears of age. She gets head- 
lutely accurate. Inspection of the 
no^e and the presence of pus would 
make a diagnosis possible in about 
three out of four cases. The trans­ 
illumination is only satisfactory in 
about one out of three cases. X ray 
studios are helpful in about 9 0% of 
the eases. 
Still another method of making a 
diagnosis is to irrigate the sinus 
with a salt solution. The washing 
fro m tho sinus will show the pres­ 
ence of infected material if sinus 
infection is present. 
The same procedure is also help­ 
ful in treatment. For this purpose, 
the sinuses may be washed out cither 
with a salt solution or with a solu­ 
tion of sulfathitzole or penicillin. It 
has been suggested, howev er, that 
the use of the salt solution is just as 
effectiv e in bringing about a cure 
of the condition as are th* sulfa- 


aches often, together with an upset 
stomach. What is the cause? 
Answer: It is probable that y our 
child is suffering from migraine 
headaches. 
Headaches, which occur at irreg­ 
ular interv als and are frequently 
accompanied by nausea and v omit­ 
ing and occasionally by spots before 
the ey es, are known as migraine 
headache*. It is thought that they 
may hav e a connection with ey e di*- 
turbances, but the ex act cause is 
still unknown. 
The treatment of migraine con­ 
sist.* of plenty of outdoor ex ercise, 
a simple, well-balanced dict, and 
frequent mov ements of the bowels. 
There are no drug* which will cur# 
the condition, although there are 
many which will temporarily reliev e 
the pain.
